Our normal schools an- doinsj; good work 
in this direction, and oi'ca>ionally one of our

'I bis irreater op|>ortu 
nity lies in tlie apiwintment and retention of 
teachers. There are wrtain ri'<iuirements which 
the teacher niii'-t me.l before he can lie ad- 
mitteil to llic tcai liint; body. The.se cpialitica- 
tions, as we -li.iil later see, are cl(-arl> ilefined, 
imd are not impostiible. They are uniform and 
uninfluence<l by graft or favoritism. Qualifi- 
cations are ne. i >-ary and when these are met, 
the teacher is li. > nsed to tench and when he has 
proven his titne--, lie can not be summarily dl» 
missed, lie i> tn i loyed for life and no iKiwfi 
can dismiss him > Acej't for immorality »ir for 
violation of the law. The teacher is absolutely 
free from the entanglement of politics, and tlie 
necessity of •plavm:.'' to the schixd iioanl. lie 
i> iM'rman.-ntly employed at a salary which will 
sii: pui t limiM-lf and family in his station of 
life, and. .iHer faithful service, in case of iuabil 
ity or aue 'h' is rewarded with a pension. This 

m'ak.-- tile Icacli'-r -Jecure for lite, lie tioes not 
need to worry over his liiliire, and therefore he 
is free to give bis whole time to the .-ei vice of 
the commimity and state. Jle is lik« wise not 
dependent uiM*m the will of anyone for bis jtosi- 
ti(tn and can exert the best tiiat is in bini fear 
lessly in the interest of what he feel.-, ami what 
the profession recognises as right."

We are here aa the rcpre- 
aantatlvea and servanU of the peo- 
ple. The oCtcea which we hold were 
created for tbo benefit of the pub- 
lic, aad aet aa private bountlea to 
the oBleo koMor. We have been 
Intrusted with 'tbo managemont of 
tbe buaiaaaa ot the public, and it 
ought to be our aim to attend to 
that business with aa much economy 
and judgment at leaat aa we cxi n m' 
in the management of our Ino. * l>l<'al 
business.
